New Gold Fields Reportvil. 


NEW YOKK, May 3. 


A special to the Herald from Boze- 


mau, Montana, says that new gold 
fields ha\e been discovered at the 
head of Tonguo river, and that a 
party of one bundled and suty mm- 
eis have left for the diggings. 


The most important discovery over 


made in connection with gold min- 
ing in Austiaha, with the exception 
of the original discoyery of gold in 
1851, occurred on the llth of Sep- 
tember. It is the finding in the shaft 
of the Magdala Company, at Pleas- 
ant Creek—or as it is now called, 
Stawell—of a gold-bearing quartz 
reef at the unprecedented depth of 
1,681 feet, or about 700 feet further 
into the interior of tho eaith than 
gold hab yut been obtained in Vic 
tona 
Tho managei s of the company 


since they struck the loef, have gono 
on sinking so as to ascertain the thick- 
ness of it m their claim, and they have 
passed ten feet of it without as yet 
having gone through it. 
Some 


specimens of the stone have been 
sent to tho School of Mines at Bal- 
l.uat 
Their specimens, weighing 


altogether 10% pounds wern tieated 
by two different piocesses, the re- 
sult being at tUo rate of 19 dwt 15 
gr. per ton ot s*one by one piocess, 
and 14 dnt. 15 gr. by the other. 
Four other results which were ob- 
tained showed a much richer quality 
of stone, but as the stone tested 
in thoso cases was takon
